E.ctinelion of the Piratical System. 

The National Journal of the 20th mest. con- 
tains a sketch of the cruizes of the <ifferent 
vessels attached to the naval force in the West 
India seas for the suppression of piracy. The 
United States brig of war Spark, having re- 
ceived orders from Com. Warrington, ermnz- 
ed three months on the south side of Cuba, 
made diligent search afier pirates, and found 
hone--examined the island and all the ardtja- 
cent keys ~ proceeded to St. Jago, de Cuba, 
anchored there, and sent the boats along the 
whole coast from Cape Cruz to Trimdad. 1 he 
ship John Adams examine! the whole of the 
Cuba coast from Porto des Matiel to Porto de 
Cavannas, and from Bahia Honda to Cape An- 
tonio ; saw ne pirates, The steam gallot Sea 
Gull, explored the river Palma and the whole 
coast to Point Veacos, and examined the keys 
between the Matanzas and St. de la Remedios, 
but met with nothing suspicious. Lt. Com. 
Sloat, in the Grampus, captured the piratical 
vessel commanded by Cofrecinos, who, as our 
readers have already been informed, some 
months since, swam on shore, and was after- 
wars taken, and, with ten of his crew, put to 
death by the authorities of Porto Wico. The 
Grampus wes afterwards ordered to cruize be- 
tween Cape Antonio and the Isle of Pines: 
she accordingly’ yo omer with her boats every 
part of the coast where there was a probabil)- 
ty of finding a pirste, but without falling in 
with a suspicious object. After performing 
this duty i the most vigilant and active man- 
ner, the Grampus anchored at Matanzas late 
in the month of July. The Terrier examined 
the Double Headed Shot Keys, re-exammed 
them, as well as the coast, heard of nothing 
but one Colombinn privateer—-visited the Ba 
hia de Cadiz and all the fishing establishments 
and keya between that pluce and Matanzas; 
found no pirates. The frigate Constellation, 
ship Decoy, and schr. Shark, although for a 
great part of the season they have bech in the 
West Indian seas, saw no pirates. 
The U.S. Ship Hornet, under the command 
of Captain E, P. Kennedy, was employ ed from 
Christmas until the month of March last, ia 
searching the coast on the South side of Cuba. 
In the performance of this duty, the launch 
aud first cutter, the former under the command 
of the Lieutenant, Mr. Forrest, and the other 
commanded by Lt. Dornin, were sent to search 
the vicinity of the Isle of Pines. The boats 
proceeded to examine the river Caxagua, 
where a boat was discovered among the man- 
grove bushes, so much concealed as to render 
it difficult to examine her contenta, which 
consisted of musket and pistol fiints, and two 
pair of duck trowsers stained with blood ; th 
letters P. R. were on the stern of the boat, 
which was English or American built. Pen

._BRAZIL.—By the ship Arethusa, captain

zil, had arrived at Rio de Janeiro about the 
latter end of July, but nothing had transpired 
respecting his nussion. It has been already 
announced that Lord Cochrane had arrjved in 
England in the Brazilian frigate Piranga—and 
it now appears that he had been ordered by 
the Emperor to repair to Rio, but refused to 
obey the royal mandate. He soon after left 
Maranham in the above named frigate, with- 
out declaring his destination, having previous- 
ly shipped off a large quantity of cotton from 
that place. In consequence of this conduct, 
he was degraded by the Emperor, who di- 
vested him of his title of “ Marquis of Marau- 
ham,” and of his naval rank, anc appointed 
captain Jewitt admiral of the Brazilian navy 
in his stead. No events of interest had oceur- 
red ut St. Salvador. 





The Iast Buenos Ayres papers state, that 
preparations were making in Upper Peru for 
the meeting ofa congress of deputies from the 
four provinces, at Chuquisaca, or La Plata.— 
The four deputies of the province of La Plata 
were appointed, viz. Olaneta, Serrano, Mos- 
coso and Oruelio, The first question to be 
decided by the congress was expected to be, 
to decide whether the four provinces of Up- 
per Peru shoul declare themselves indepen 
dent, or should imeorporate themselves with 
the United Provinces of Rio de la Plata, or 
shoukl unite with the republic of Peru. The 
decree for convening the congress declares 
that there shall be no intervention of any 
armed force in the decision of the assembly, 
and that therefore the corps of the army shall 
be stationed at a distance from the place of 
the meeting. Gen. Sucre and Gen. Arenales 
were received at La Plata with the most cx 
pressive demonstrations of friendship and gra- 
titude. The Liberator Bolivar had not arrived, 
but on the jlst of May, Gen. Sucre bad gone 
out to receive him 
On the 31st of June a division of Gen. Su- 
cre’s army had marched from Chuquisaca to- 
wards Chiquitos, to compel the Brazilians to 
evacuate the province.
